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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1-37, 39-1 48stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
1/12/07. 

Note applicant cites claims 145-155 as remaining, however, the claims 145-148 are 
identified as withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 155 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 155 now recites "AT LEAST " 20-75% the claim as previously submitted did not 
have "at least". The claim is indefinite; is 20 the minimum, or 80? Please correct, & 
check to be sure other claims exactly recite the previous language, except for amended 
language. 

Amendments are appreciated, as language is now clear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 38,149,150,152-155, 157-163 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ward In view of Ochomogo 

Ward provides the instant hydrophobic si particles , & as aqueous dispersions of 
water dispersible powders (col. 18, bottom) with pesticides, not limited, & including 
herbicides-exemplified, & insecticides, & the like (col. 17 top). 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/12/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments are to the benefits, not claimed, as expostulated in 
applicant's declaration . In essence, the declaration is beyond the scope of the claims, & 
future intended use is not persuasive for patentability, although the Ward reference in 
fact is to pesticides, thus inclusive of the intended & demonstrated instant use. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
